His visit will be in connection 
with events marking 40 years since 
the Holocaust and the liberation of 
the Nazi death camps. But he is also 
expected to conduct political talks 
both in Jerusalem and neighbouring 
Arab capitals. . . 

The date of the Shultz visit will 
take' on an imm ediate political sig- 
nificance as it becomes a target date 
on which an the parties involved in toe 
Mubarak diplomatic initiative wilt 
set their sights. 


Next week State Department 
Middle East expert Richard Murphy 
is due in the region for talks in 
connection with the Egyptian presi- 
dent’s initiative. 

In another development, the 
Prime Minister's Office last night 
issued a statement denying reports 
that there has been a change in 
Israel's position of opposing pre- 
liminary negotiations between the 
U.S. and a Jordanian-Palestinian de- 
legation.

WASHINGTON (AP). r Terms of 
toe free trade agreement between 
the U.S. and Israel were approved 
unanimously yesterday by toe ways 
and means committee of the House 

of Representatives. 

The agreement, the first suen 
accord in U.S. history, would elimin- 
ate almost all barriers to trade be- 
tween ithe two countries by January 

l. 1995 - . 

By ayote of 11 to 8, toe committee 

approved an amendment that would 
allow the U.S. president to go ahead 
with eliminating American import 
duties on "sensitive'' products after 
five years. 

Thej current version- of toe propos- 
al sponsored bv the Reagan adminis- 
tration would require toe president 
to come back to Congress after five 
Wrs if he wants authority to elimin- 
ate protection of toe sensitive pro- 
ducts, including bromine. 

Representative Sam Gibbons, 
c hairman of the subcom m ittee on 
trade, led the fight for toe amend- 


ment- He argued that U.S. trade 
representative William ' Brock had 
promised to submit the agreement 
formally to Congress without toe 
requirement of a new authorization 
after five years, but then had made a 
different commitment in toe Senate.

The terms of Package Deal II will 
remain in force, but any future price 
hikes will take place simultaneously 
on the same set day. Between each 
round of price increases there will be 
a price freeze of four to six weeks. 

This proposal, adopted by toe eco- 
nomics inner-cabinet yesterday, will 
be raised by Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres. Economics Minister Gad 
Ya'acobi. Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i and Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon at a meeting today with rep- 
resentatives of the Hisiadrut and the 
private employers. 

The meeting was originally plan- 
ned to be attended by all the mem- 
bers of the Economic and Social 
Council, the body that fathered the 
package deal accords. But at the 
ministerial talks yesterday it was 
agreed that today's deliberations will 
be informal and will be attended by a 
reduced number of members from 
each side. The proposal adopted 
bv toe economics cabinet was ongi- 
nallv raised bv Ya'acobi and was 
supported by toe other ministers. 
Ya'acobi said after the meeting that 
after the proposal is implemented, 
there will be time to discuss changes 
in the package deal terms in a more 
relaxed way.

Pressure mounted from all siaes 
yesterday in anticipation of the 
meeting. While toe committee of 
economic ministers decided to prop- 
ose a system of across-the-board 
price rises followed by periods of 
price freezes, a senior Manufactur- 
ers Association official told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
industrialists will refuse to even dis- 
cuss any plan “until the authorities 
honour the conditions of toe second 
package deal." ...... 

As if to dramatise the industrial- 
ists’ demand for price rises, seven 
companies announced that they 
were ceasing production of specific 
products from today. Their stated 
reason was that the failure to 
approve price hikes was forcing 
them to manufacture at a loss. 

The Histadrut, for its part, intends 
demanding that price rises be limited 
to 3 to 5 per cent a month, as 
specified in the package deal, and 
that the industrialists agree to pay a 
13.2 per cent cost-of-living incre- 
ment with this month's salaries. 

Central committee member Naf- 
tali Ben-Moshe. a member of the 
Histadrut's negotiating team, yester- 
day called on Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar to declare a 
general strike if the C-o-L increment 
agreement was not signed within 
three days. . 

The central problem facing Pnme 
Minister Shimon Peres and toe other 
members of the trilateral Economic 
Council today will be to reconcile toe 
manufacturers' demand for immedi- 
ate price rises for some 600 
wholesale items, with toe Histad- 
rut’s demand that prices be virtually 
frozen and that no exemptions be 
granted. , . 

The Histadrut will be inclined to 


accept ihe proposal of the economic 
ministers for a four to six week price 
freeze after an across-the-board rise, 
which is similar to a proposal by 
Kessar last week. But the manufac- 
turers are likely to refuse to even 
discuss it. 

The industrialists' main complaint 
is that the professional committee, 
which was formed in terms of the 
second package deal to regulate 
prices in line with manufacturing 
costs, was not being allowed to 
approve price hikes. 

A senior Manufacturers Associa-

tion offidal pointed out that the 
manufacturers producing for the loc- 
al market, especially those in toe 
food industry, were caught in a 

squeeze. . 

On the one hand, he said, the 
prices of raw materials, in particular 
imports, were constantly rising in 
line with the dollar exchange rate, 
while, on the other hand, the manu- 
facturers were not allowed to raise 
the prices of their final products. 
-We cannot manufacture at a loss, 
he said. 

The offidal added that the list of 
companies ceasing production 
would be verv long "within a few 
davs." unless 'immediate steps were 
taken. The companies that 
announced that they were stopping 
production were: Coca Coia. Assis 
(jams onlv). Vita (ketchup and 
jams). Osem (pasta and mayon- 
naise). Wissotzky (tea). Elite (cer- 
tain brands of chocolates.) and 
Dubek (certain brands of 
dgarettes). 

The professional committee de- 
cided vesterday to raise the price of 
fresh carp by 15 per cent, frozen for 
three months. 

The dedsion was reached by com- 
promise. after the Histadrut rejected 
an Agriculture Ministry request for a 
27 per cent increase. Manufacturers 
sources maintained that the Histad- 
rut had agreed to the increase, be-

WASHINGTON. - A House for- 
eign affairs subcommittee yesterday 
authorized S3 billion in economic 
and military grants for Israel m the 

1986 fiscal year budget. 

But the Europe and Middle East 
subcomittee took no action on 
Israel’s pending request for an addi- 
tional SI. 5b. economic sup- 
plemental aid package over the next 

two years. _ 

The panel, chaired by Democratic 
Representative Lee Hamilton of In- 
diana, agreed to defer any action on 
the extra assistance for several more 
davs while the Reagan administra- 
tion reaches its own final decision on 
toe matter. _ . - 

Under-Secretary of State ror 
Security Assistance William 
Schneider yesrerday told a Semi te 
appropriations subcommittee that 
the administration was indeed pre- 
pared to support SI .2b. in economic 
grants for Israel as part of the regular 
1986 foreign aid bill. The administra- 
tion, he noted, has already proposed 


another $1.8b. in military grants in 
toe same legislation. 

That is the exact military/ 
economic mix which was approved 
yesterday by the House subcommit- 

But Schneider said that no final 
dedsion had been reached by the ad- 
ministration on toe supplemental re- 
quest. . 

Other U.S. officials said that 
Secretary of State George Shultz was 
waiting to hear the report from two 
of his special economic advisers who 
have been spending some time in 
Israel this week investigapng the 
progress in Israel’s economic recov- 
ery programme. The advisers are 
Professors Herbert Stein and Stan- 
ley Fischer. 

According to a compromise 
arrangement worked out in recent 
days “by Representative Hamilton 
and Democratic Representative 
Dante Fascell of Florida, the chair- 
man of the fall foreign affairs com- 


mittee, the panel will give the admin- 
istration at least another week to 
submit any supplemental aid pack- 
age for Israel.

Most of the meeting in Gaza - 
Rabin's first as defence minister - 
was devoted to a prolonged expo- 
sure of the municipality's problems 
presented in Arabic and translated 
sentence by sentence into Hebrew. 

Acting Mayor Mamzah Turkma 
went into such detail as the need to 
replace 40 old cars being used by the 
minicipaliry. 

Rabin promised to do what he 
could and made it clear he would 
seek foreign aid. He told reporters 
later that governments and organiza- 
tion preaching to Israel to improve 
the residents’ guality of life should 
provide some material assistance to 
implement development projects. 

Rabin specifically merfoaed the 
U.S. and just before he got into his 
car. the acting mayor mentioned 
Saudi Arabia. Turkma said that five 
years ago Saudi Arabia had sent 
Gaza S5 million, but the money is 
lying is a bank in Amman because 
the defence minister at the time.

Bank of Israel says: ; 

First package eased 


pressure on reserves

Package Deal I eased public press- 
ure on foreign currency reserves, 
according to an official document 
released yesterday by the Bank of 
Israel. The public's monthly purch- 
ases of foreign currency during the 
last quarter of 1984 averaged $72 
million as compared with $200 mil- 
lion in the previous nine months, the 
document says. 

The central bank's economists say - 
the public's demand for foreign cur- 
rency continued to be small during 
the first two months of this year. 
They say the recent drop in foreign 
currency reserves was due to govern- 
ment repayment of foreign debts. 

The report states that the package 
deal also brought down inflation, but 
warns that without further cuts in the 
budget, and the rehabilitation of the 
tax system, there is little chance of 


making the improvement in the eco- 
nomic situation permanent. 

The bank economists say budget 
cuts are needed to improve the ba- 
lance of payments situation. They 
add that there is no dear direct link 
between the government's deficit 
and the rate of inflation. 

According to the officials, in the 
short run it is possible to bring down 
inflation to almost nil by cutting S5O0 
million from the budget and freezing 
prices, wages and die rate of ex- 
change. But to prevent a crisis in the 
balance of payments, it is necessary 
to slash the budget by an additional 
Sib. 

The officials say the recent drop in 
foreign currency reserves will con- 
tinue in the coming months, but his 
was expected, due in part to seasonal 
factors. They add that by the last 
quarter of the year the reserves will 
increase again. 


Police hold two suspects in 
murder of British engineer

TEL AVIV. - A 35-year-old Au- 
strian woman, who was arrested at 
Ben-Gurion Airport on Tuesday 
afternoon, has led police to a suspect 
in the murder of British engineer 
George Lloyd. 

Lloyd, who worked for Israel Air- 
craft Industries, was found stabbed 
to death in his Ramat Gan apart- 
ment on Saturday night. 

After questioning, the woman led 
the police to her boyfriend, a 27- 
year-old Austrian tourist, who was 
staying at a Tei Aviv- hotel. He was 
taken into custody. 

Police said that on Saturday night, 
after examining Lloyd’s apartment 
at 33 Rehov Hama'agal, they knew 
that a man and a woman had been in 
the apartment about the time of the 
murder. 

Police were called to the apart- 


ment at 10:45 p.m., after Lloyd had 
been found by his flatmate, Tonv 
Clark. 

Clark later helped police sketch a 
drawing of the woman and detec- 
tives were posted at the airport to 
look for her. 


On Tuesday afternoon, one of the 
detectives saw the woman In the 
terminal about to leave for Austria. 

After she was arrested, she told 
the police that she and her boyfriend 
had come to Israel early in Decem- 
ber. She said she knew Lloyd and 
had come to say goodbye as she was 
returning to Austria. 

She said that during the visit Lloyd 
made a pass at her in front of her 
boyfriend. He lost his temper and 
stabbed Lloyd, the woman said. 

The two hurriedly left the apart- 
ment and the man threw the knife 
away in a nearby park, she said. 


Bid to save Galei Zahal news

The special Knesset committee for 
the defence budget voted unani- 
mously yesterday to appeal to De- 
fence Mwsiter Yitzhak Rabin and 
Chief of General Staff Rav-Aluf 
Moshe Levy not to close the news 
division at Galei Zahal, the IDF 
radio station. 

Both Rabin and Levy .confirmed 
earlierthis week that the decision to 
close the' news division on April 1 is 
final. The official reason given is that 
cutbacks are being made in many 
areas not directly related to defence, 
and that the news division is among 
several projects to be baited with the 
objective of saving on expenditure. 

However, the special Knesset 
committee, a joint body of the fi- 
nance, Foreign Affairs and Defence 
committees convened under the 


chairmanship of Pessah Grupper 
(Likud), believes that the Galei Zah- 
al news division is being closed for 
other reasons. 

It noted that with a total defence 
budget of $4 billion there should be 
no problem in finding the S250.000 
needed to keep the news operation 
going. 

Grupper hopes to exploit a new 
demand by the IDF to raise regulars’ 
salaries by 8 per cent. Jacques Amir 
(Labour) said that if it were only a 
matter of finance, the solution would 
be simple. 

The 10 per cent salary cut which 
Knesset Members agreed to accept 
last year could be reintroduced this 
year, and the total amount waived 
could be channelled towards the 
budget required for maintaining 
Galei Zahal’s news division. Amir 
added. 


Armed robber posed as terrorist 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - One of four 
Arabs accused of carrying out armed 
robberies in Judea and Samaria 
while posing as terrorists went on 
trial yesterday in district court here. 

Abdel-Jani Asli, 25, of Kafr Kari. 
is charged with canying out a rob- 
bery with three other gang members 
in the village of Jalloud on Novem- 
ber 21, 1984. 

The prosecution said that the four, 
masked and armed with stolen IDF 
Uzi submachine guns and pistols, 
forced their way into the home of 
storeowner Mohammed Ismail 


Mohammed. They accused him of 
collaborating with Israeli authorities 
and then made off with money and 
gold jewels. 

When a local taxi driver refused to 
drive them from the village, the gang 
members allegedly slashed the tires 
of his vehicle. 

Asli is also charged with taking 
part in a robbery in the village of 
Sajiriya on December 12. 1984. 

The prosecution asked the court 
to order the remand of Asli until the 
end of proeedings against him. The 
court is to rule on this tomorrow. 


3 brothers guilty of smuggling hashish 


HAIFA (Itim). - Three brothers 
were found guilty in district court 
here yesterday of smuggling 7.5 tons 
of hashish over a four-year period 
into Israel. Sentencing was post- 
poned pending a report by a proba- 
tion officer.

Reagan re affir ms backing for Soviet Jews 


WASHINGTON. — President Reagan yesterday reaf- 
firmed his support for Soviet Jewry during a White 
House meeting with a delegation of Jewish leaders. 

He promised, according to participants present during 
the dosed-doormeeting. to continue to raise the issue 
during all high-level exchanges with the Soviets. 

Reagan also reportedly said he was anxious to meet 
personally with the new Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. 

Reagan received six rabbis and a lav leader, represent- 
ing Orthodox. Reform and Conservative Judaism. They 
had come to Washington - together with over 200 other 
rabbis -to participate in the Third Annual Congressional 
Fast and Prayer Vigil for Soviet Jewry. 

Scores of congressmen rallied outside the Capitol 
along with the rabbis to denounce Soviet treatment of 
Jews - and urge the Reagan administration to keep the 


issue in the forefront in dealing with Moscow. 

The day-long series of events, co-sponsored by the 
National Conference on Soviet Jewryand the Synagogue 
Council of America, inducted speeches by leading con- 
gressmen and others. Israeli Ambassador Meir Rosenne 
held a reception for the group at rite embassy.' 

The Jewish leaders thanked Reagan for the adminis- 
tration's efforts on behalf of Soviet Jewry, wfifle at the 
same time urging him to continue to raise the issue with 
the Soviet leadership. Reagan is said to have agreed. 

Rabin Joseph Sternstein. vice-chairman of the confer- 
ence, said: “We, who represent religious Jewry, will not 
remain spent." 

He was joined in the meeting by Rabbis Alexander 
Schindler, Louis Bernstein. Mordechai Waxman, 
Gunther Plaut. and Alexander Shapiro and Conserva- 
tive lav leader Marshall Wolke. ■

The religious parties also insist 
that the new criteria apply not only 
to religious institutions, but to all the 
secular institutions receiving funds 
from the government.

HAIFA. - The Haifa University 
administration yesterday emphati- 
cally rejected allegations that it is 
prejudiced against Arab students. 

Reacting to charges by the Arab 
students. ’University Rector Prof. 
Uriel Rappaport dedared there was 
not and never had been discrimina- 
tion against any group or individuals 
on the campus. 

He accused a minority of Arab 
students of initiating trouble 10 pro- 
voke the administration into taking 
action against them. 

He was referring to last week s 
sit-in by about 100 students, mainly 
Arabs' in the university’s main 
building. Police were called to res- 
tore order, and several people, in- 
cluding four policemen, were in- 
jured when the students refused to 

^Th^Arab students cited this and a 
university disdplinary panel's deci- 
sion to ban two Arabs from studies 
for terms of one and two semesters, 
because of their part in disruptions 
-on the campus,- as -examples of- tbe 
administration's “iron fist" policy. 

The Arab students met again 
yesterday to press their demands for 
the release of six people arrested 
during last week's protest and can- 
cellation of the disciplinary panel’s 
decision. 


Anyone who denies that the Holo- 
caust ’took place, or that six million 
Jews were killed in it. will be subject 
to three years in prison under a bill 
that passed its preliminary reading in 
the Knesset yesterday. 

Elazar Granot (Mapam). who in- 
itiated the bill, said that it has be- 
come fashionable for Nazis and 
other anti-Semhes to make such de- 
nials. . 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
gave the bill his blessing, and it was 
referred to the Knesset Law Com- 
mittee. The bill is an amendment to 
the Law on the Punishment of Nazis 
and their Accomplices. 

Nissim also agreed with Shcvah 
Weiss CAlianment) that the Au- 
schwitz bill” now before the West 
German Bundestag is unsatisfactory 
to Israel. 

Weiss said the bill, like Granot s. 
makes it a crime to claim that the 
Nazis did not murder Jews in the 
death camps. But the bill also makes 
it illegal to claim that crimes were 
not committed against Germans by 
terror regimes. He said this 
apparently refers to the forcible 
transfer of millions of Germans from 
the eastern areas of the Third Reich 
at the end of World War n. 

Nissim agreed wtih Weiss that this 
“symmetry” was intolerable. Bonn 
was not doing Israel a favour by 
passing the bill, and if it insisted on 
equating the two subjects. Istael s 
only reaction could be that no law at 
all is preferable, he said. 

•*If today’s Germany doesn t 
understand the difference between 
the two,” Nissim said, “then woe to 
Germany, and woe to mankind!” 

The Knesset adopted his sugges- 
tion that it take note of the state- 
ments by Weiss and himself, and that 
the speaker of the Bundestag be 
informed of the Knesset's view. 

Skin bank 

Deputy Health Minister Shoshana 
Arbeli said yesterday that the minis- 
trv is preparing an amendment to the 
Anatomy and Pathology Law that 
will explicitly permit the establish- 
ment of a skin bank. 

Replying to an urgent parliamen- 
tary question by Mordechai Vir- 
shubski (Shinui), Arbeli said that 
according to one school of legal 
thought . the present law requires the 
consent of the family of a deceased 


person before skill can be removed 
for storage in a skin bank. 

She said the present situation is 
“absurd.” Since there is no skin 
bank today, precious time is wasted 
in notifying the families of deceased 

^Arbeli said that no skin bank had 
ever actually functioned in Israel. 
What Hadassah dosed last year was 
a skin bank in name only, “a bank 
without donors," she said. 

She expressed the hope that the 
planned amendment would be 
acceptable to the religious Knesset 
factions, and noted with satisfaction 
that the chief rabbis do not rule out 
the accumulation of skin for use in 
time of need. 

Demolition 

Nissim confirmed yesterday that 
while a demolition order was being 
executed recently against an illegally 
built structure in Wadi Ara (between 
Hadera and Afula), an order came 
from Minister Ezer Weizman 
t Yahad- Alignment) who is in charge 
of Arab affairs, to halt the demoli- 
tion. 

Replying to a parliamentary ques- 
tion bv" Rafael Eitan (Tehiya). Nis- 
sim said such an action was 'Un- 
acceptable and improper. Tne 
attorney-general would see to it that 
tbe court’s order was carried out . he 
said. 

Opposition bills 

Nissim agreed that two opposition 
bills be referred to the Law Commit- 
tee. One. presented by Eitan, would 
bar any person jailed for committing 
a crime of moral turpitude from 
running for the Knesset for five years ■ 
after his release from prison. 

The other bill presented by Gra- 
not would require the Speaker to call 
a special session of the Knesset if so 
requested by half of the MKs not in 
the coalition. . 

Under the present law, 30 signa- 
tures are required for a special ses- 
sion. In the present unity govern- 
ment. the opposition consists of 3 
MKs. 

Nissim said that the present make- 
up of the Knesset warranted a 
change, but that it should be in the 
nature of a “temporary provision.’ 
But he said that the number of 
opposition MKs required for con- 
vening a special session should be set 
at something like 20 .

Vandals strike on eve of 
Sharpeville anniversary 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Van- 
dais damaged a dinic in a black 
ghetto yesterday, a day before the 
25th anniversary of one of South 
Africa's bloodiest anti-apartheid 
protests, police said. 

They said the vandals burned files 
and sprayed slogans of the- banned 
guerrilla group fighting apartheid, 
the African National Congress. The 
clinic is in the black community of 
Sharpeville. where at least 60 blacks 
died when police opened fire on 
protesters on March 21, 1960. More 
than 170 suffered wounds. 

The Sharpeville killings marked a 
turning point in the struggle against 
white-minority rule. Many blacks 
have since turned to violence after 
whites ignored years of peaceful 
opposition. A doctor testified at an 
inquest into the Sharpeville blood- 
shed that 52 of the dead bad been 
shot in rhe back. 

Police said they opened fire after a 


crowd of blacks surrounded a police 
station. Residents of the community 
were taking part in a national protest 
against laws forcing blacks to carry 
passes allowing them into white 
areas. 

Thousands of blacks threw away 
their pass books, or refused to cany 
them, then demanded to be 
arrested. 

Services recalling Sharpeville are 
scheduled around the country at a 
tone when South Africa says it is 
reforming its racial policies. The 
country is also plagued by a fresh 
wave of unrest that started in 
September and has killed almost 200 
blacks in violence that has virtually 
become a daily event. 

The latest trouble began in Shar- 
peville. located outside the indust- 
rial city of Vereeniging, 81 
kilometres south of Johannesburg, 
when residents and police clashed 
over proposed rent increases. 


Reagan wins first MX votes; 
Congress voting 3 more times 


WASHINGTON (Reuter;. - With a 
victory in the Senate behind him. 
President Reagan faces three more 
votes in Congress before funding for 
21 more of the controversial MX 
nuclear missiles can be released. 

The Senate voted 55-45 on Tues- 
day to approve production of a 
second batch of21 of the 1 0-warhead 
weapons which, with a range of 
12,800 km. can reach most of the 
Soviet Union. 

The unexpectedly wide margin of 
approval for the SI. 5 billion second 
stage in the MX programme was 
greeted as a victory by the adminis- 
tration and a sign that Reagan will 
win a second Senate vote today and 
two in the House of Representatives 
next week. 


Reagan bailed Tuesday's vote as a 
“a message of American resolve to 
the world." and called on the House 
to duplicate “this demonstration of 
America’s determination to achieve 
effective deterrence and significant 
arms reduction." 

Reagan, who wants to build 
another 48 MXs next year to com- 
plete his land-based intercontinental 
ballistic missile arsenal, has laun- 
ched a major lobbying effort for the 
MX. 

In speeches, personal telephone 
calls and meetings, Reagan told 
Congress that continued production 
of the missile was needed to streng- 
then the U.S. bargaining position at 
the newly resumed Geneva arms 
control negotiations. 


Fear of volcanic eruption 
on fire-ravaged Galapagos 


QUITO, Ecuador lAP). - Experts 
were quoted Tuesday as saying heat 
from a raging brush fire could spark 
a volcanic eruption on the largest 
island of the Galapagos chain, 
famous for giant land turtles, lizards 
and birds that are extinct elsewhere. 

The government of Ecuador, 
which controls the archipelago 1,094 
km off its coast, said it would ask the 
UN to send special aircraft to fight 
the fire that has ravaged Isabel Is- 
land for three weeks. 

Isabel is one of 13 islands in the 
archipelago, where Charles Darwin 
gathered evidence for his theory of 
natural selection. 


Jotge Egas, the social welfare 
minister, said the blaze is advancing 
about 91 metres an hour, has devas- 
tated nearly half the island and en- 
dangers the eggs of the giant turtles 
and other unique wildlife. He said 
the appeal will be made to the office 
of the UN disaster relief coordina- 
tor. 

About 300 people, including 
members of civil defence, the armed 
forces, firemen and residents have 
been' unable to control the blaze, 
which, began at a time of severe 
drought. They say they are fighting it 
with shovels, rakes and buckets of 
water and need heavy equipment. 


Even a bank robber can use a helping hand 


LONDON f AP). - A gunman who 
held up a savings bank in Plymouth, 
southwest England, got a helping 
hand from an unwitting accomplice ' 
on Tuesday - a passer-by who picked 
up the loot for the robber when he 
dropped it making his getaway. 

A police spokesman said the good 
Samaritan saw the robber frantically 
trying to stuff thousands of pounds 
into a plastic bag after he dropped it 
on a windswept sidewalk. 

"The man who picked up the 
money was just rr>ing to help - 


unfortunately," the spokesman said. 
"He had no idea what bad hap- 
pened.” 

But another bandit had a rougher 
day. He got the brush-off from a 
liquor store employee when he tried 
to rob her store in Bootle, near 
Liverpool. 

She cracked him on the bead with 
her broom when be threatened 
another employee with a club and 
demanded the day’s takings. 

The young would-be thief ran off. 


Hindus jailed for converting to Christianity 


KATMANDU (AP). - Eight men 
have been sentenced to six months in 
prison on charges of being converted 
to Christianity, to the detriment of 
Hinduism, and of propagating their 
new religion, their lawyer said 
yesterday. 

The convicted men are set to 
appeal the March 14 verdict by a 
district court in western Nepal. 


Their lawyer said that in their 
statement, the men, inducting two 
19-year-olds, claimed their ancestors 
were Hindus - ‘‘But we believe in 
Jesus Christ." 

Six other defendants were de- 
clared innocent of similar charges on 
the grounds their conversion occur- 
red outside Nepalese territory in 
India.

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Troops mobilized 
to oppose Bolivia’s 
striking miners 

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP). - Troops 
and tanks were mobilized and air 
force planes flew over the city yester- 
day after striking miners and work- 
ers set up road blocks to add farther 
emphasis to their job action that has 
paralyzed Bolivia's productive sec- 
tor for 13 days. 

It is the first time since President 
Hern an Siles Zuazo took over in 
October 1982 as the country’s first 
popularly elected president in 18 
years that the army has been de- 
ployed. 

Siles Zuazo ordered the move at a 
meeting on Tuesday night with the 
joint chiefs of staff. Tanks, troops 
and national guard units armed with 
rifles and tear-gas canisters were 
posted at roadways leading to La Paz 
and near the presidential palace, 
eye-witnesses said. 

The army went into action one day 
after at least 10,000 miners blocked 
the streets of La Paz for seven hours, 
bringing traffic to a bait and forcing 
businesses to close. Miners were also 
reported to have detonated dyna- 
mite sticks downtown.

EC to meet for 
fifth day on 
Iberian entry 

BRUSSELS (AP). - Jacques De- 
lors, chief executive of the European 
Economic Community, said yester- 
day be expects EEC foreign minis- 
ters to hold an unscheduled fifth 
straight day of talks today to settle 
terms of membership for 'Spain and 
Portugal. 

A fourth and planned final day of 
discussions yesterday appeared to be 
malting progress toward agreement 
on the main issues, Delors said. 

The outcome of the discussions 
could determine whether the Iberian 
nations join the world's largest trad- 
ing bloc on January 1, 1986 as sche- 
duled. Without agreement soon on 
entry terms, the member country' 
parliaments may have too little time 
to ratify the accession treaties before 
January, officals say. 

Some EEC officials bave said that 
if the target date is missed, the 
six-year-long enlargement effort 
could be forced into suspension. 

The most hotly disputed item 
under discussion is access for Spain's 
large commercial fishing fleet to 
EEC waters. 

Martens wins 
backing on 
U.S. missiles 

BRUSSELS (AP). - The Belgian 
parliament handed the centre-right 
government of Prime Minister Wii- ! 
fried Martens a major victory yester- 
day when it voted 116 to 93 to 
support the decision to deploy cniise 
missiles at a southern Belgian air 
base. 

There was one abstention. 
Opposition socialists vowed to re- 
move the missiles if they can form a 
government after the December 
general elections. 

Martens said the deployment of 
the cruise missiles here "is essential 
for the Nato alliance and our coun- 
try." If it is the right decision, ‘‘the 
future will show," he added. 

The threat of a revolt against the 
missiles from within Martens’ own 
Flemish-speaking Christian Demo- 
cratic Party (CVP) faded just before 
the debate began when CVP floor 
leader Luc van den Brande, bead of 
about half a dozen CVP dissidents, 
said he would vote with the govern- 
ment. 


NEW DELHI ( AP). - Hundreds of 
additional army troops reached riot- 
scarred Ahmedabad City yesterday 
as Moslcm-Hindu rioting and arson 
continued for the third consecutive 
day despite imposition of a curfew, a 
state official reported. 

Two persons were slain yesterday, 
raising the official death toll to 10. 
Among those killed were two teen- 
age girls.

DANBURY, Connecticut (AP). - 
An unusually large amount of water 
contaminated a storage tank and 
triggered a chemical rection that 
released methyl isocyanate (MIC) 
gas killing more than 2,000 people at 
Union Carbide's plant in Bhopal, 
India, the company said yesterday. 

In a highly technical report on the 
gas leak last December. Union Car- 
bide said analysis of the residue in 
the tank showed that 120 to 240 
gallons of water was inadvertently or 
deliberately introduced into the 
tank, increasing the pressure and 
temperature and causing a relief 
valve to burst. 

Although the report did not try to 
assess blame for the accident. Car- 
bide chairman Warren Anderson 
said operations at the plant were 
"not in compliance with standard 
operating procedure" at the time of 
the leak. 


Picasso’s other ‘Guernica’ set for UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). - Dele- 
gates headed for UN Security Coun- 
cil debates will soon be confronted 
by a symbolic reminder of the hor- 
rors of war - a tapestry of Pablo 
Picasso's masterpiece, Guernica, in- 
formed sources reported Tuesday. 

The valuable tapestry, owned by 
the late NelsoD Rockefeller and 
woven under Picasso’s supervision, 
is to be loaned or donated to the UN 
by Margaretta “Happy’" Rockefel- 
ler. widow of the former New York 
governor and U.S. vice-president, 
they added. 

The woven replica of Picasso’s 
famed 1937 painting hung in the 
executive mansion in Albany. New 
York, while Rockefeller was gov- 
ernor, 1959-73. 

The original 3.3 by 7.6 metre 
painting, meant as a protest against 
the devastating bombing of the Bas- 


que town of Gemnica during the 
Spanish civil war, was on extended 
loan to the Museum of Modem Art 
in New Yorkfrom 1939 to 1981. 

In line with Picasso's wishes, the 
painting was tamed over to the Pra- 
do Museum in Madrid after the 
death of the Spanish dictator Fran- 
cisco Franco and a return of demo- 
cracy to Spain. .

“The more intensive follow-up by 
obstetricians and the lessened anxie- 
ty with which women experienced 
the ordinarily stressful gestation 
period were the real factors,” she 
states. According to Apfel, a 
placebo would have done just as 
well. 

Even when DES was shown to be 
ineffective, in excellent, well- 
controlled studies, doctors con- 
tinued to prescribe it. she says, even 
to their own wives, and many heal- 
thy women were given DES only 
because it was fashionable to do so. 
It was even dispensed in prenatal 
vitamins. 

DES is a synthetic form of 
estrogen , a hormone which produces 
female sex characteristics and is in- 
volved in the menstrual cycle. It was 
administered in huge doses and 
under more than 100 different brand 
names. 

“The drug crossed the placenta 
and altered die cells of the develop- 
ing fetus. When the babies were 
born, their deformities weren't 
apparent and it was only when they 
began reaching puberty, or trying to 
have children, that problems arose, 
including the appearance of a vagin- 
al cancer in hundreds of DES daugh- 
ters that was previously unknown in 
young women. 

A high incidence of tubal pregnan- 
cies, spontaneous abortions and in- 
fertility among DES daughters has 
been traced directly to the drug, 
while almost all DES daughters have 
adenosis - glandular tissue on the 
outside of the cervix and in the 
vagina which may be p re -cancerous 
and can cause pain during inter- 
course. Many have a -misshapen 
uterus, making birth control prob- 
lematic, and DES daughters - and 
their mothers - seem to be more 
liable to breast, cervical and uterine 
cancer than other women. 

Although they took DES with the 
best intentions, mothers of DES 
daughters have felt horribly guilty 
ever since the long-term effects of 
the drug became public knowledge. 
“Mothers and their children are in- 
volved in a complicated emotional 
situation which requires a great deal 
of emotional support not always 
available from their physicians. Doc- 
tors, for many reasons, tend to mini- 
mize both the physical and emotion- 
al effects of DES” note s Apfel, who 
does group work with DES women 
at Beth Israel Hospital in Boston and

A different outlook is 
required.

who has been personally touched by 
the DES tragedy. 

“Girts who find they were DES 
exposed become over-involved with 
their bodies, fantasizing witches and 
monsters deep in their internal 
organs, and the threat of cancer may 
be constantly on their minds.” 

In the U.S. some doctors have 
begun using videotapes of gynecolo- 
gical examinations so that women 
can see what they really look like 
inside, and self-help groups have 
appeared all over the country, re- 
lates Apfel. “But in Israel I have 
found that in spite of the fact that 
DES was used here, and that DES 
women from other countries have 
moved to Israel, there is a surprising 
lack of awareness about DES.*’ 

Apfel, 47. is a psychiatrist with a 
background ici public health. She 
and her husband Dr. Bennett 
Simon, an expert in literature and 
psychoanalysis, have five children. 
In' addition to ber work with DES 
women. Apfel deals with the prob- 
lems of postpartum depression and 
the emotional aspects of unsuccess- 
ful pregnancies, while spending her 
spare time working actively for 
Israel. 

“2 hope that my lectures in Haifa 
wfl] open a dialogue on the subject of 
DES in the newspapers, and be- 
tween doctors and their patients,” 
says Apfel, adding that, sadly, the 
full extent of the damage done by 
DES bas not yet been determined. 
She has both a public and a private 
message for Israelis. 

“Anyone with reproductive diffi- 
culties should findt out if they were 
DES exposed,” she asserts. “Ask 
your doctors and have them look it 
up in your records. DES women 
need more complicated and frequent 
tests to detea cancer than others, 
and they must be aware of their 
situation. 

“Secondly. I would strongly urge 
Israelis to be intelligent consumers, 
and to ask themselves the following 
questions: Are requirements for the 
drugs on the Israeli market stringent 
enough? What are the controls with- 
in the Israeli medical system? Do 
you know if your meat and fowl are 
DES injected, as they were in Amer- 
ica for many years? 

“It is you who must decide, as an 
intelligent consuming public, that a 
tragedy like the DES experience 
won’t happen here!"

The afternoon session heard 
another senior Bank Hapoalim offi- 
cial expalin that not all purch- 
ases of the bank's shares by the 
bank’s own provident and pension 
funds constituted participation in the 
regulation of the shares. 

He was Avi Olshansky, foe bank’s 
deputy director-general in charge of 
the debentures, savings, trust and 
provident funds departments since 
the end of 1980. 

Olshansky was asked why the 
bank's provident and trnst funds had 
continued to buy Hapoalim shares 
even after the Bank of Israel bad 
explicitly instructed them to stop. 
He pointed out that those instruc- 
tions stipulated the practice be 
halted only if it was contrary to the 
interest of the customers. 

“And we felt it was good for 
them,” Olshansky said. 

He said the bank felt that bank 
shares should be a part of any invest- 
ment portfolio, “and of course, 
being the Bank Hapoalim, we 
thought that the best bank shares 
were those of Bank Hapoalim.” 

The commission members asked 
Olshansky a range of technical ques- 
tions concerning the bank's decision- 
making process and the extent of 
coordination between the different 
banks in the manipulation of foe 
value of their shares in the period 
that led to the October 1983 col- 
lapse. 

On a number of questions, 
Olshansky was not required to reply 
verbally but was asked to submit 
written replies in good time. One of 
these was why in September 1982 the 
total investment portfolio Bank 
Hapoalim held for its customers con- 
sisted of 40-50 per cent of Bank 
Hapoalim shares. 

The hearing is to continue Sunday 
morning. 

U.S. labour secretary 

WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Reagan said yesterday he will 
nominate William Brock, his special 
trade representative, to replace 
Raymond Donovan, who resigned 
as secretary of labour last Friday. 


TEL AVTV. - The stock market 
turned mixed yesterday, but turnov- 
er continued to shrink. Part of the 
drop of course was due to the pub- 
lication of the Lemni group's 1984 
financial statements (stoiy on this 
page), bat this cannot explain richer 
the drop in turnover or the lack of 
interest in the market. 

Perhaps, foe best explanation is 
the move into shekel accounts, 
where interest rates are fairly high, 
as well as the desire of many com- 
panies to depress the value of their 
shares, so that their •'profits'* for foe 
fiscal year ending on March 51 will 
not seem favourable to the tax au- 
thorities. 

(Even though the commission of 
inquiry is sitting now to discuss foe 
collapse in October. 1983 of foe 
bank shares due to "regulation this 
same practice is evidently con- 
tinuing. but in a reverse direction.) 

The General Share Index rose by 
0.06%. This more than compensates 
for foe approximately two-fifths of 
one per cent devaluation of foe 
shekel yesterday. 

The largest loss, of 0.68% went to 
chemicals, rubber and plastics, fol- 
lowed by mortgage banks, which 
were down by 0.65%. 

The largest gains went to trades 
and services, up by 1 .36% . 

If the gilt-edge shares are consi- 
dered. their performance was also 
mixed. For example. First Interna- 
tional lost 0.4%. Delek gained 
3.6%. Elbit and Elron were firm. 
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Central Trade rose by 1.2%. and 
Clal Industries, gained 1.9%. But 
Dead Sea Works fell by 1.3% . IDB 
Development rose by 1.6%. while 
Discounts Investments was firm. 

As these percentages show, both 
the ups and the downs were not 
great. This seems to indicate not 
only a reduction in market volatility, 
but also (if the turnovers are consi- 
dered) a slowdown in activity. 

The index-linked bond market 
continued to be disappointing. All 
index-linked categories, with the 
single exception of the 80% linked 
(which fell heavily earlier in the 
week), fell yesterday. And 80% link- 
ed only tosc by 0.17%. The greatest 
fall went to double-options, down by 
1.73%. while foreign currency bonds 
rose by only 0.10%. 

Oil exploration was definitely 
mixed, with Seismjca. which has 
been falling lately, showing signs of 
recovery. Both shares rose, and Seis- 
raica options eveD gained 10.1%. 

The black market dollar yesterday 
was about IS99G. This seems quite 
high, unless one considers that 
yesterday the official commercial 
bank selling rate of the dollar was 
ZS837.5. Travellers going abroad pay 
15% more, or about 1S963. so foe 


black market dollar is only a bit 
ahead of the official rate.

No escape hatch 


THE TERRIBLE noises of political invective coining out of 
the Knesset building these days need not be taken as an 
indication that the half-year-old shotgun marriage forced by the 
electorate between the Alignment and the Likud is about to be 
dissolved soon. 

Both parties have their reasons for not seeking a test of 
strength at the polls at this time. The Alignment, under Premier 
Shimon Peres, has made a startling, and fully merited, come- 
back in the national estimate, and Mr. Peres himself is riding a 
wave of popularity. For either party to break up the national 
unity government now, would not be welcomed by die electo- 
rate, especially as the twin problems of. Lebanon and the 
economy have yet to be fully resolved. 

It would be different perhaps if the Arabs were to show 
readiness to discuss a peace compromise that did not require 
sitting down with the PLO, but which involved territorial 
concessions by Israel. That, however, is not currently on the 
cards. 

The Likud will not. of its volition, grant the Alignment a 
ready and sufficient excuse to declare the present arrangement 
unworkable. At least, it would not make sense for the Likud to 
do so. TTiat party's best chance lies in waiting patiently for 
Yitzhak Shamir - even though he is far from being a hero to alt 
his colleagues - to assume the premiership again, and from that 
position of strength to decide on a new election date. 

Yet there is no gainsaying that the bond between the two. 
major parties is extremely fragile, and that the survival of the 
government depends on the calculation of party self-interest 1 
rather more than on the imperative of national recovery. 

That the Likud is currently chafing under Mr. Peres's 
dominant leadership is understandable. But this does not begin 
to excuse the sheer vehemence of Likud attacks on the party 
that shoulders the main burden of rescuing the country from the 
effects of seven years of Likud mismanagement. The savage 
riposte by the Alignment's Dov Ben-Meir in the Knesset 
plenum debate on Tuesday may have been somewhat unpar-. 
liamentary. But it was not entirely out of place. 

These two warring partners, however, the Alignment and the 
Likud, cannot for the moment do without one another. 
Therefore, kicking and screaming at one another they will 
probably go on keeping the national unity government afloat. 


Wrong end of the stick 


IT IS ONE index of the abysmal condition in which old-age 
pensioners in this country find themselves today that only 
one-fifth among them - 70,000 out of a total of 350,000 - cross 
the income tax threshold. But even that small minority is not 
necessarily made up of rich people: last month, the threshold 
was a monthly income of IS 170,000. 

That amount, it is worth noting, equalled two-thirds of the 
average national wage in February. 

The simple logic of social equity would seem to counsel that 
something be done - even, or especially, in these hard times- to 
raise, however modestly, the disposable income of old-age 
pensioners. But the Treasury's book-keeping logic dictates an 
altogether different course of action. In order to cut the budget 
of the National Insurance Institute, the Treasury wants hitherto 
non-taxable Nil old-age pensions to be made subject to income 
tax. Nothing less. 

To figure out a pensioner's tax liability, his Nil pension 
would be added to other sources of income, such as job 
pensions and investments. The total income would be granted a 
35 per cent tax exemption, and the remaining amount would be' 
taxed by the book. 

To the argument that this proposal - and it is still only a 
proposal - amounts to a violation of contract that could only be 
excused through retroactive legislation sanctioning what is in 
effect double taxation, the Treasury replies with a shrug. It is 
only right, say the young experts of the Exchequer, that old-age 
pensioners, too, should share in the national belt-tightening 
effort, especially considering that they no longer have children 
to care for. 

A fine principle, indeed: the trouble is that it makes no 
distinction between the millionaire pensioner and the pension- 
er whose income is just a wee bit more than two-thirds of the 
national average wage. Which is roughly where the poverty line 
lies. 

It is easy to see why so many pensioners are up in arms 
against the Treasury’s proposal, and why they have earned so 
much support among the public and in the Knesset. Parliament 
must at least make sure that the new taxing measure is not put 
into effect by way of executive order, but be tabled for debate 
by the people’s representatives. 

Admittedly, the Treasury is strapped for cash. But there are 
billions to be collected from clever tax-dodgers before the axe is 
lifted over old-age pensioners.

I Continued from Page One* 
with Israeli bureacracy was in- 
strumental in pushing the new pro- 
ject through despite its non- 
conventional character, a govern- 
ment planner said last night. 

Flexibility was displayed by all the 
planning authorities involved. The 
municipality permitted roads, nar- 
rower than normal, in order to pre- 
serve the site's rural character, while 
the Housing Ministry agreed to for- 
go building units itself in order to let 
the villagers build them. The Lands 
Authority' also agreed to sell part of 
the land directly to an association 
formed by 25 villagers instead of 
putting it to public tender. 

Although about 60 per cent of tbs 
tract is privately owned by the villa- 


gers and the rest is publicly owned, 
the ministry- will develop the entire 
site's infrastructure and provide 
mortgages. 

More than 100 of the units will be 
able to be expanded in tbe future to 
accommodate tbe family of a mar- 
ried child, bringing the total number 
of units to 800. The village presently 
has 1 .000 units. 

Omar Othman, principal of tbe 
Beit Safafa Municipal School, told 
the committee that the taking of 
village lands for the Gilo-Patt high- 
way. the Taipiot industrial zone and 
other uses had left many in the 
village without land on which to 
build their homes. He thanked 
Mayor Teddy Kollek for haring 
been instrumental in pushing tbe 
new housing project through.

was launched in tbe southern Iraqi 
region March 11. 

The Iranians, according to the 
communique, were shelling the 
southern Iraqi city of Basra, in addi- 
tion to the border towns of Mandali 
and Khar.aqin. One Iraqi civilian 
was killed, five others were wound- 
ed, one house demolished and two 
others were partially damaged, the 
communique said. 

Bushehr Radio, monitored in 
London, interrupted its programmes 
to announce that an air alert had 
been issued for the gulf coastal pro- 
vince. adding that Bushehr blood 
transftision organizations " urgent- 
ly” required blood donations from 
‘‘all groups.” 


Bushehr is about 40 kilometres 
southeast of the key Iranian oil ter- 
minal of Kharg Island. 

Shipping sources in Bahrain said 
the Iraqi warplanes had also raided 
Kharg, blasting an Iranian supply 
ship and killing six of its crewmen. 

The Baghdad government warned 
on Sunday that starting last night 
“any target that passes through ba- 
nian air space will become a possible 
target." British Airways announced 
it was cancelling all its flights to 
Teheran. Lufthansa meanwhile flew 
357 Europeans out of Teheran on 
Tuesday, and Turkish airlines evacu- 
ated 200 Turks. 

A government spokesman in 
Tokyo said some of the 600 Japanese 
residents alreadv had left.

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THE PLO rejects the Mubarak in- 
itiative’, the PLO distances itself 
from the Husseirn Arafat agreement; 
the PLO rejects Security Council 
Resolution 242; the PLO does not 
recognize Israel; the PLO refuses to 
give up terror. And rather than sup- 
porting, heaven forbid, a peace in- 
itiative, the PLO favours an escala- 
tion of the armed struggle against 
Israel. 

Paradoxically, the more the PLO 
expresses its devotion to rejection- 
ism. the more the peace camp in 
Israel expects the PLO to take the 
path of diplomacy as tbe authentic 
representative of the Palestinians.

donism. We certainly would not 
have to be “surprised" by PLO posi- 
tions that show that its real goal is 
making sure the peace process fails.

One example is a state- 
ment by Othman Abu Arabiya. the 
PLO's chief of mobilization and 
organization, which appeared sever- 
al months ago in the newspaper 
Al'Khalij: 

“We now understand that the 
Palestinian struggle is a matter of 
swimming against the stream... Our 
situation in the Arab world and 
internationally is bad. The U.S. is 
strategically dependent on Israel. 


SO THE PLO, defeated in Leba- 
non. is interested in gaining the 
patronage of Jordan and Egypt and 
thereby rebuilding its lost strength . 

The military option was closed 
after Tripoli and the support for 
Arafat among residents of tbe terri- 
tories is steadily being eroded. And 
Assad is threatening to wipe out the 
PLO physically. 

The PLO has had no choice but to 
jump on the diplomatic bandwagon. 
But their aim. apparently, is not to 
be constructive, but rather to stay in 
the picture as a political organiza- 
tion. 

Arafat's right-hand man, Abu 
Jihad, admitted to this tactic in an 
interview several months ago with 
the Kuwaiti newspaper Al-Wotan al- 
ArabL 

“A diplomatic move does not 


mean reaching a solution. hut rather 
is part of diplomatic action to widen 
the support for our nation." be said. 

If this is what the PLO leaders are 
saying publicly in newspapers, what 
must they be sayingin private! • 

It is true, of course, that King 
Hussein has some reservations about 
the- Mubarak initiative. But a dear 
distinction must be made between 
his position and that of the PLO. 
Hussein is prepared to accept the 
principle of •Territories for peace.” 
He is prepared to recognize Israel to 
accept L^N Resolution 242. He re- 
jects terror, and he doesn't make 
daily decisions to step up the armed 
struggle against the "Zionist entity." 

Furthermore, it must be remem- 
bered that Hussein, for the time 
being, still has his hands tied by the 
1974 Rabat decision which declared 
the PLO. not him. to be the sole 
representative of the Palestinians. 

And since be still has not suc- 
ceeded in reversing the Rabat deci- 
sion - a strategero that began to gain 
momentum with the outbreak of tbe 
revolt in the PLO and the expulsion 
from Tripoli - Hussein's position at 
this point is still dependent on the 
PLO.

Meir Merhav ("Saving Israel from 
itself' - February 22) says socialism 
has no connection with Israel's eco- 
nomic problems because (a) Israel 
has never had socialism, and (bj our 
economic system used to work fine 
because we had high growth rates. 
He is wrong on both counts. 

Socialism is government own- 
ership and operation of the means of 
production. In Israel, major sections 
of industry are owned and operated 
by the government, and additional 
major sections are owned and oper- 
ated by a quasi-government, the His- 
tadrut. which collects its own with- 
holding taxes from salaried workers. 
In addition, virtually all large econo- 
mic enterprises are totally depen- 
dent on government subsidies for 
their existence because of confisca- 
tory taxes and lack of industrial 
infrastructure . This means all impor- 
tant economic decisions are made by 
the government. If all this is not 
socialism, what is? 

The result, duplicated by the per- 
formance of every socialist eco- 
nomy, has been economic stagna- 
tion. with economic collapse in our 
case prevented only by ever- 
increasing U.S. aid. Merhav’s citing 
of Israel's "success" in the 1950's is 
worthless. Communist Russia had 
high rates of growth in tbe 1920's and 
1930’s also - because when one starts 
from zero, any increase yields a high 
rate of growth. 

We can see socialism's result in 
Minister Sharon's appointments of 
political cronies to leading positions 
in government companies. One has 
to be naive not to see that such 
appointments are the inevitable re- 
sult of government control. One 
need not be an economic genius to 
see the causal relationship'between 
Israel's system of government con- 
trol and its present plieht.
